Canada, including groups in Alberta, Northern 
Ontario, the Yukon, and the Northwest 
Territories, as well as other knowledgeable 
persons who will discuss land claims and 
resources development across Canada and in 
other parts of the world. 

Noon hour forums will be held each day in 
the Students’ Union Theatre; Friday’s forum 
will be held in Lister Hall. There will also be 
a public forum on Thursday evening, 

24 March at 7:30 p.m. at the Native Friendship 
Centre, 10176 117 Street, and a teach-in at 
Lister Hall on Friday, 25 March, from 

1:30 p.m. to 4 p.m., which will focus on the 
problems of native people in Alberta and the 
activities of local native organizations. On 
Friday evening a Metis dance with fiddle 
dancing, jigs, and reels will be held in the 
Dinwoodie Lounge, starting at 8 p.m. All of 
the Land Claims Week activities are free of 
charge. 

The Second Annual Land Claims Week is 
sponsored by the University Committee in 
Support of Native Peoples, the Canadian 
Studies Committee, the Native Students’ Club, 
the University Parish, the Alberta Energy 
Coalition, and the Special Events Program 
of the Students’ Union.

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APPOINTMENTS 


Gary D. Prideaux, Associate Professor of Linguistics, has been 
appointed Chairman of that Department, effective immediately. 

Dr. Prideaux joined the University in 1966 as an Assistant 
Professor; last year, he became Acting Chairman. He received a BA 
in 1961 from Rice University and a PhD in Linguistics from the 
University of Texas in 1966. Dr. Prideaux has published a number 
of articles, presented papers at numerous conferences and learned 
meetings, and during 1967-68 he was a Fulbright-Hays Lecturer at 
Tottori University in Japan. Much of his early research centred 
around the Japanese language, and he is the author of The Syntax of 
Japanese Honorifics. His later research has been concerned with 
syntactic theory and experimental psycholinguistics. 


Patricia A. McFetridge, Professor of Elementary Education, will 
become Chairman of that Department on 1 July. Dr. McFetridge 
graduated from Moose Jaw Normal School in 1949 and later earned 
degrees from the Universities of Saskatchewan and Minnesota, 
receiving a PhD from the latter in 1966. In 1960 she was chosen 

the most distinguished graduate of the University of Saskatchewan’s 
College of Education. Before joining the University in 1965, she 
taught elementary school in Saskatchewan and instructed at the 
Universities of Saskatchewan and Minnesota. Dr. McF. etridge has 
served on Alberta Education committees investigating language arts 
and reading; for two years she was Editor of The Alberta Journal of 
Educational Research and for four years was Chairman of the 
Editorial Board of the journal Elements. 


John Tartar, Professor of Computing Science, will become Chairman 
of that Department on 1 July. Currently Acting Chairman, 

Dr. Tartar holds degrees in electrical engineering from Oklahoma 
State and Arizona State Universities, with a PhD from the latter in 
1967. Before joining the University in 1969, he served for eight years 
as a Research Director for Rockwell Corporation. Active in the 
Institute for Electrical and Electronic Engineers and the Association 
for Computing Machinery, for which he was National Lecturer for 
1973-76, he is also a member of the NRC Grant Selection Committee 
for Information and Computing Science. Dr. Tartar serves on the 
Engineering Faculty Council and the Computer Facilities and Policy 
Committee. Currently, he is involved in the preparation of a text, 
Computer Organization and Electronics. 


J. E. Seger, Professor of Educational Administration, will become 


‘Chairman of that Department on I July. Dr. Seger holds a BSc in 


Education from Oregon State University and an MEd and PhD from 
the University of Oregon. He has been a classroom teacher and a 
county school superintendent as well as Director of Research and 
Evaluation at the Northwest Regional Educational Laboratory in 
Oregon and a Consultant to the US Office of Education. He has 
served on a number of University committees and in 1972-73 was 
Codirector of the Kellogg Project on College Administration. 
Currently involved in two research projects funded by Alberta 
Education, he also serves on the Executive of the Greater Edmonton 
Regional Council on School Administration.

VINCENT J. CAMPBELL 
1922 TO 1977 


Vincent J. Campbell, Assistant Clinical 
Professor in the Department of Medicine, 
died on Friday, 18 February, at the age of 
fifty-four. 

Dr. Campbell, who instructed in Medicine 
at the University since 1961, was born in 
Stratford, Ontario, and came to Edmonton in 
1940. He served with the Royal Canadian 
Army as a Laboratory Technician from 
1943 to 1946. In 1953, Dr. Campbell received 
his medical degree from the University of 
Alberta and interned at the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital. He completed his postgraduate 
training in Internal Medicine in 1958 and 
obtained his Fellowship in the Royal College 
of Physicians of Canada. 

‘Dr, Campbell was an active member of 
many professional associations. He was a 
member of the Canadian and the Alberta 
Medical Associations; he also belonged to the 
Edmonton Society of Specialists in Internal 
Medicine, the Edgerton Pope Reporting Club, 
the Alberta Society of Specialists in Internal 
Medicine, and the Edmonton Academy of 
Medicine. 


SHEVCHENKO LECTURE 


Robert Kiymasz, Executive Director of the 
Ukrainian Cultural and Educational Centre in 
Winnipeg, will give the annual Shevchenko 
Lecture on 23 March at 8 p.m. in TL-11 Tory 
Building. His topic will be “Ukrainian 
folklore in Canada: the big put-down.” 

Dr. Klymasz has published widely on 
Ukrainian and Slavic Folklore in Canada and 
has taught Slavic Studies courses at the 
Universities of Manitoba and Ottawa and at 
Harvard. The Shevchenko Lecture Series 
began in 1967 as a cooperative venture 
involving the University and its Division of 
East European and Soviet Studies and the 
Ukrainian Professional and Business Men’s 
Club of Edmonton. The lecture series 


commemorates Taras Shevchenko, one of 
the Ukraine’s most revered poets.

The MacEachran Memorial Lecture Series was 
established by the Department of Psychology 
in 1975 in honor of the Jate John M. 
MacEachran, who taught the first psychology 
course at the University in 1909 and who was 
instrumental in establishing the Faculties of 
Medicine and Education in addition to serving 
as Chairman of the Department of 
Philosophy and as Provost of the University 
until 1945 when he retired. 


FIRST CANADIAN BIOCHEMICAL 
SOCIETY NATIONAL LECTURER 


Frederic Richards of the Department of 
Molecular Biophysics and Biochemistry of 
Yale University will speak here as the first 
Canadian Biochemical Society National 
Lecturer. Dr. Richards is an outstanding 
protein chemist and has made important 
contributions to the study of enzyme 
ribonuclease activity and structure and to that 
of the topology of proteins of the human 
erythrocyte plasma membrane. 

The National Lectureship was established by 
the Canadian Biochemical Society so that 
biochemists and cell biologists of international 
repute could visit Canadian campuses that do 
not enjoy regular visits by such distinguished 
individuals. 

Dr. Richards will speak on 17 March at 
4 p.m. about “Chemical approaches to the 
study of membrane proteins” and on 
18 March at 2 p.m. about “Areas, volumes, 


motion, and hydration in proteins.” Both 
lectures will be held in 2-31 Medical Sciences 
Building.
